The Winnetka underpass under the 101 freeway has the largest 
encampments in the west valley 

The city is going to be sued for failure to keep 36 inches clear on the sidewalk 
for ADA requirements. The whole neighborhood is unable to use the sidewalks 
to get to the ONLY walkable supermarket in the area. The bus benches are 
completely filled and unavailable to the public because of the homeless 
encampments.
